Smuggling is almoft entirely annihilated by the per- 
fidious conduct of the French, in having freighted many 
Englith veffels lately with liquors from one port, and 
directly fending out cruizers to’ capture them into ano- 
ther for confifcation. 

Copy of a Letter from Captain F, Ruston, of the Minerva, 
to his owners at Hull, dated Cronstadt July 30. 1798. 

On the 27th of this month we had one of the moft 
voilent (torms of thunder and lightning, attended with 
heavy {qualls of wind almoft ever known. You would 
have thought the world was at an end, The lightning 
fet fire to two. powder magazines at one time, which 
contained 250 tons of powder, and with the explofion, 
and the dreadful claps of thunder, broke and blew out 
the major part of the windows in Crooftadt, and un- 
roofed feveral houfes. . Several perfons fitting at the 
windows were blown to the oppofite fide of the rooms ; 
and oné pi¢ce of glafs was drove more than an inch into 
the folid wood. Two of the.-centinels on the Mole 
were killed: by the lightniag; but.no damage done to 
the fhipping, except a few of the windows being broke. 








EAST INDIES. 

We are indebted to the Bombay Courier of the 12th 
of May laft, for the following extracts : ;

** Letters from Madras alfo mention the arrival there 
on the 23d ult. ofjthe fhip Gloucefter, Captain Feréy- 
man, from Amboyna, with. fpices on account df the 
Honourable Company. Hitherto, however, no other 
information has reached us from that fettlement, than 
that it felt a f{carcity of provifions. 

“ ‘The Bombay frigate was under the command of 
Lieutenant Froft, lying at Banda, with his Majelty’s 
frigate the refiftance, Captain Packenham, and. it’ was 
expected they were bound again{t the Dutch factory of 
Tenate. :

“* The Raymond had failed hence on the 10th ult.

She came to an anchor about 
three o’clock, and at this time a fhip which had been 
noticed bearing down from the weltward under Englifh 
colours, fteered clofe under her ftern, and changed her 
colours for the .tri-coloured’flag, fired a gun, and de. 
manded her to furrender. The deception, although } 
great, was not fo complete, but that before the had ap, 
proached fo very near, Captain.Smedley had made thé 
fignal tothe Woodcote of an enemy, and when fhe de ; 
clared herfelf fuch, he was as well prepared as circum: { 
{tances would admit to receive her. ‘ 

“ The cables of both our thips were immediately cut, } 
in the hope that it*might be praéticable to run, them a: 
fhore, but this was abfolutely precluded from the want 
of wind; the meafure however affifted the Raymond to 
veer round a little, and thus admitted her to bring fome 
of her guns to bear upon the enemy, which in the mean 
time. was raking her fore and aft, chiefly direéting het 
fire upon her rigging. Under this difadvantage, never- 
thelefs, fhe continued engaged near three quarters’ of 
an hour, when the enemy left her to go to the Wood- 
cote, which was diftant about ‘a quarter of a‘ mile.— 
In the fame manner as with the Raymond, the Pre- 
neufe took her {tation under the W®odcote’s ftern, and 
even came to an anchor, engaging, however, only with 
{mall arms. At length Captain Hannay was hailed by 
his name, and feeing how ineffectual muft be his refift- |, 
ance, he was fummoned to furrender, which he accord. 
ingly did. 

“The Preneufe now returned to the Raymond,when 
Captain Smedley having confulted with his officers, and 
being convinced that it would be to no purpofe to refume 
the aétion, alfo furrendered about an hour and five mi- 
nutes after the commencement of the attack. 

“ The crews of both Indiamen were immediately 
fummoned on board the Preneufe, where, excepting the 
Captains, they were detained all night, and the next 
morning were fent to their thips, which were now in 
charge of the captors. The next day the crews were 
in general permitted to go on board the Indiamen, and 
take their clothes and. baggage; this done, they were 
fent on fhore under a flag of truce to Tellicherry. The 
conduc of Capt. "Hermite and his officers is faid to 
have been diftinguifhed by much urbanity. 

“ Ineffectual as all refiltance mult have been, the 
Woodcote was lefs able to maintain a conteft from ha- 
ving her gun-deck lumbered, the neceffary confequence 
of taking in her cargo, of which we underftand the had 
fhipped about a hundred tons of pepper.

The Deputation of the Empire could not obferve, 
without fatisfaction, in the note of the French Plenipo- 
tentiaries of the r{t Thermidor, that further relaxations 
were acceded to refpecting different points of the nego- 
tiation; it has alfo tag with confiderable pleafure, the 
folemn and reiterated declaration, that it was not the 
intention of the French Government that the indepen- 
dence of the Empire fhould be threatened or expofed ; 


that, on the contrary, it was their earneft defire that 
this independence ‘fhould acquire more {trength and 
folidity.—Thefe intentions, manife(ted on the part of 
the French Government, joined to the formal and 


reiterated aflurances of their ferious difpofition towards 


a Speedy conclufion of peace, afforded {till further hopes 
that the relations of amity between the two nations, in 
order to fecure which the Germans have recently con- 
fented to the greateft facrifices, might foon be happily

SUBSTANCE OF THE REPORT OF THE StCRET 
COMMITTRE, BROUGHT UP BY LORD CASTLEREAGH, 

It commenced bya reference to the Secfet Com- 
mitteés of both Houfés of Parliamenr in 1793—-and 
ftating their contents to be fully confirmed by the fub- 
fequent events which occurred in this country, and on 
which the prefent feport was founded, » Proceéding in 
an hiftorical account of the origin of the féciety of U- 
nited Trifhmen in the year 1791—their objeéts and far- 
ther progrefs—it ftates that there was 'the fulle(t evi- 
dence to thew, that while Catholic: emancipation and 
Parliamentary reform were the oltenfible objeéts lield 
forth to the eyes of Government, and-thofe in any de- 
gree well affected towards it ;,a fubverfion. of the Go- 


Great, Britain, were the real objects, - 

It appeared, that, on the firkt fyrmation of the fociety, 
its teft went to the obtaining a more equal reprefentatioa 
in. the Commons Houle of Parliament; but, as this 
was merely made.a pretext to meet the ideas of the 
more moderate, and to veil the real objeéts of the con- 
fpiracy, no fooner did it attain to ftrength, than the 
word Commons was. omitted altogether in the telt 
propofed, and the obligation bewame to effect a full and 
free reprefentation of ail the people of Ireland, without 
any mention of Commons. In the faummer of 1796, 
the fociety of United Irifhmen had greatly extended 
itfelf in the province of Ulfter, that it was determined 
to proceed to force; and, for that purpofe, French 
afiltance had heen requefled, and had been promifed 

In the winter 1796, the yeomanry corps were firtt 
formed, and to counteract this meafure of Government 
was a principal object of the confpiracy. In the pro- 
vince of Uliter, where there were at that time 100,000 
men armed with pikes, &c. ready to avail themlelves 
of the arrival of a foreign enemy—this principle was 
acted upon accordingly—and to prevent the well affect- 
ed from joining the yeomanry, and iyopede. the due ad- 
miniftration of public jultice, a. fyltem of terror, the 
moft fanguinary and cruel, was reforted to. In the 
latter part of the year 1796 the loyal inhabitants of Ul- 
{ter fuffered under the fevere(t infhétions of outrage and 
depredation from the difaffeded. Thefe outrages in- 
duced the Legiflature to pafs the infurreation at. In 
O&. 1796, as already ftated, the armed y¢omanry of 
Ireland firft began to be formed. ‘Thefe which. were o- 
tiginally eftimated at 20,000 mea, in lefs than fix 
months excceded. 35,000. er, 

The next att of Government was the proclamation of 
the 16th of November, 1796, iffued for the prevention 
of large eflemblies of people, who, in the provinee of 
Ulfter, had made potatoe digging, reaping of corn, foot- 
ball matches, &c. the oftenfible pretexts for purpofes of 
concealed treafon ; and the next meafure in courfe was 
the proclamation of General Lake, dated 13th March, 
1797+ In coufequence of this meafure great quantities 
of arms were taken out of the hands of the difaffected. 
The next proclamation was of the 27th May following, 
offering oblivion of offence and full amnefty to all who 
had not yet relinquifhed their grms, on condition of 
their doing fo, and giving fecurity for their future alle- 
giance. 

The vigour and firmnefs teftified on this occafion by 
his Majelty’s government were attended with the hap- 
pielt effe€t, in proportion as they were exerted—the 
loyal-were encouraged to declare themfelves—indultry 
and manufaétures refumed their wonted vigour, and the 
province of Ulfter began to difplay that profperous ap- 
pearance, fo peculiarly its own, and which the machina- 
tions and efforts of treafon had interrupted. - 

But although the rigour thus happily exerted has fuc- 
ceeded in breaking the {maller focieties, thofe of a fupe- 
tior kind yet remainéd, but by their own official reports 
was evident the debilitated ftate to which the confpiracy 
was reduced, fubfcriptions ceafed to be paid, a {carcity 
in the funds followed, a communication between the .dif- 
ferent orders of the aflociation became difficu't, and 
from all thofe circumftances the leaders were induced to 
turn all their attention to the coriuption of the other 
provinces—cauling their agents to burn corn, hough 
cattle, and commit other enormities which they artful- 
ly imputed to fuch caufes as molt effectually to excite 
the refentment of the Catholics againit the Government. 
The next engine of treafon was an infamous paper, cal- 
led “* the Union Star, publifhed 1797, ‘and exciting to 
the affaflination of all magiftrates and others, whofe 
loyal activity impeded the accompliihment of their trea= 
fons. 

Ja the fame year was publifhed “ the Prefs,” bear- 
ag the name, as prioter, of AArchur O’Connor, who ad-

examination of I; M‘Niveo,.a member of the Jrith 
Execuuve, it appeared that early ia 1796 a carrefpon- 
denec was maintained with Krance, and accredited .a- 
geots from the Lith Union jdifpatched, to the. French 
Directory, to folicit the invafion of this country. . : Thefe 
agents were Lord E. Fitzgerald and Arthur, O’Connor, 
who proceeded by Hamburzh and Switzerland, but did 
mot go to Paris, fearing that their arrival ia that city 
would reach the kdowledge of the Irith Government, 
and that at theis return home they would have been. ar- 
relted they contented themfelies, therefore, with a con- 
ference with Gen. Hoche, who afterwards aftived with 
a Freach tleet off the Irith coalt.—In .O@aber 1796, 
an aceredited meflenger arrived in this kingom from the 
Freagh Republic, communicating the intention of in- 
vading it. with 15,000 men, whict, invaofin was attempt- 
ed the December following: at Bantry Bay. Fp 

, Omthe trial of Dr Jackfon, it was proved that an 
intercourfc.of this kind exifted in 1795, and a repre- 
fentation of the {tate of this country drawn for the 
inftruction of The French Directory, by; Theobald 
Wolte Tone ‘and Archibald Hamilton Rowan.—From 
the time that France was fo providentially. defeated in 
her attempted invafion of this country, the confpiracy 
here .cealed mot to encourage France to a:fecood effort ; 
a Mr Lewins was fent.to Paris.in the {pring of. 1797» 
but the French Dwettory not feeming much difpofed 
to, renew their attempts on Ireland, a fecond agent, Dr 
M‘Nevin, was fent on a fimilar errand. He left Dub- 
lin the end of June fame year, and ‘having reached 
Hamburgh; had a conference with the French Minilter 
tefident there; to whom; finding it difficult to: obtain a 
pailport to Paris, he prefented a copy of a memaire— 
which, as {tated by the Doétot on oath, contained an 
exaggcrrted picture, of the refources of the confpiracy, 
and the difpofitions of the people—dnd from thefe cir- 
cumf{tances deducing the certainty of fuccels were an 
invafion effected. 1t alfo. required a loan of a million 
and a half in aid of the Irifh revolution, propofing as 
fecurity, the confifcation of the church lands in this 
country, and the property of all. who fhould oppofe the 
rebellion. _ lf France did not accede to this, Spain was 
to have been applied to,’ >” ' 

‘Lhe agent having artived in Paris, and prefented 
this memarre, the Diretoty refufed the loan unlefs. on 
condition ot fending fuch a ‘force to Ireland as would fe- 
cure it as a conquelt. - After this, another: confidential 
ugent was difpatched with a fecond memoire, reprefent- 
jag, that if aid was farther delayed, the dilpofitions of 
cytoe _— not’ be'relied upon, and their ardour 
in the caufe would abate ; in confequence of this 
featation, the French Direétory tale cliadheseial a 
geat to Londow, with whom Lord Edward Fitzgerald 
had a conference on the part of the Lrith Union, and 
received aflarance that the force théa’ preparing in the 
‘Vexcl was:for the inviliga af Ireland his fomce did 
embark under the command of General’ Daéndals, bit 
was debarked again, and the fleet failing, led to the e 
ver memorable event of the .1 ith of Oober, 1797 ; and 
the Freuch Government have-not yet thought prudeat 
vo accomplith their promife. oe ror) 

The remainder of the roport ftates, thatin.the {priog 
of 1797 it was propofed totry the effeét of an infur- 
reéttva with the aid of Fraace, but it was then laid 
aide. ‘Phe province of Uliter accufed the province of 
Leciniter of cowardice. By the meafures purfued by 
Government, the Union was divided, and nathing teke 
but to try an open rupture. Returns of forces were 
called for, and as the uaion feemed {till falling afander, 
it was at lait’ determined on to .try an open rebellion, 
which, as is well known, took place in laft May. 
Examination of Dr M‘Nevin before the Secret Committee. 

The Door exculpated the Englifh and Scotch 
focietics from any connection with the Irith Uniou, bat 
believed fome flight intercourfe was had between them 
and the diflafleéted of the North.

He communicated the fubftarce of a reprefentation 
made to the Freach Directory, in{truéting to the inva- 
fion of Ireland, and. recommending Lough Swilly or 
Killybegs as the beft places for effedling a landing ; and 
that if the latter place was chofen, a powerful diverfion 
might be made at Sligo, in the neighbourhood of which 
10,000 men would be ready to take up.arms. It re- 
prefented the prieits as generally very &ctive in promo- 
ting the caufe, and recommended the French to bring 
with them fome good ‘engineers, a large quantity of 
artillery, and as many Irith officers as they could 
collect, likewife to bring with them the Irith feamee, 
prifoners of war in France,;'as they would be found 
ready to aflift in the project. It alfo contained an affu- 
rance of being joined by the militia of Ireland, and 
urged France to ftipulate for the independence of this 
country in the treaty then pénding with Great Britain. 
‘I'he Doctor acknowledged his embafly to Paris ; thar 
the Dutch fleet fo gallantly defeated by Admiral Lord 
Duncan, was deftined againft this country, and that 
the demolition of Church eftablithments was to be a 
confequence of a revolution.

At the affizes for the Ifle of Ely, a young man was | 


indi€ted for the murder of W. Fall, a child aged about 
five years. The circumftances attending the cafe were 
thus:—The prifoner fome time in May la(t, in com- 
pany with other perfons, was playing at quoits in the 
Red’ Lion yard, in Welbech, and unfortunately the 
deceafed, in attemoting to run acrofsthe ground, re- 
ceived a violent blow upon the head with a quoit, which 
occafioned his death, ‘The parties were playing for 
beer, and the place where the accident happened was a 
throughfare. 

The learned Judge obferved, that there was no. evi- 
dente to fixpport the charge of murder; but as the 
parties had made the game illegal by playing for beer, 
and as they were exercifing of icin an improper place, 


_ he dirested the Jury to find the prifoner guilty of man- 


fiaughter, efpecially as that caution, which it was incum- 

ent on him te have ufed, after the child ran acrois the 
ground, had beea negleSted. The Jury, therefore 
without hefitation, pronounced the prifoner guilty of 
manflaughter; and he was festenced to pay a fine of 
ont mark, and to three months imprifonment.

Mains Porice.—The river Thames never ia the 
memory of man was fo favourably circumftanced as it 
has been fince the eftablithment of the?Marine Police. 
All river pirates, and other fufpicious perfons who 
ufed to infeft iz, are now completely banifhed, and no- 
thing caa be conceived more fill and quiet than every 
part of the river was in the night. I'he Police Sur- 
veyors, who procerd every evening from London Bridge 
to Deptford on both fides, and continue on duty from 
ten at night till five in the morning, never have (ex: 
cept in two inftances), met a fufpicious character, or des 
tected any offender. Previous to this inftitution, num- 
bers of criminal characters were accultomed to ply 
upon the river after dark, and great dangers were of- 
ten to be apprehended from river pirates and nightly 
plunderers, and perhaps too tfom incendiaries, againit 
whofe criminal and treafonable defigns the river Thames 
was perhaps never better protected than at the prefent 
moment.

after walking fome way together, he picked up a poc- 
ket book, which, on infpe@ion, was found.to contain 
a pin, with a bill and receipt, defcribing it asa diamond 
pin, and worth 1261. At this inftant they were joined 
by a fecond tharper, who faid that he was a filver{mith, 
and confirmed the account of the value of the pig, but 
obferved that the lady being in company at the time it 
was found, was intitked to half the produce of ‘it, to 
which the finder readily agreed, and confented that the 
lady fhould retain it in her poffeflion, till they,could fi- 
nally fettle about it, om depofiting gol. in his hands ;

glafs, and not worth eighteen-pence. .
